Two automobilea were used to carry 
the smallpox investigation party into 
2ion City Monday afternoon. In the 
tirst car, which arrived there at 1:30 
o'clock were Mayor Bldinffer, Dr. C. 
St. Clair Drake, secretary of the Illlnoia 
State Boar-i of Health; Dr. Crawford, 
P. H. Cooney of the state board and 
ThoB. Hogan attorney for the board. 
In the second car which arrived a few 
moments were with others Dr. Foley, 
Commissioner Atterbery and Assistant 
Chief Tyrrell. 

When t^iey arrived at Zion they were 
met near the police station by Dr. La- 
Rose and an officer. 

Dr. Crawford and the other held a 

' short confab with the Zion physician 

and then the oHicer was taken in the 

iirst car and told to show the party the 

' location of the different cases. 

Tiie first house visited was one in 
which a family named White reside at 
2717 Elizabeth avenue. There the red 
smalt pox sign was found on the front 
and a woman holdmjr a baby in her 
arms was seated on the front porch. 
Dr- Crawford left the car and inter- 
rbgated the woman on the manner in 
which the quarantine was being kept. 
Those in the house who are suppose to 
have the disease came to the windowa 
and waved their hands at the party in 
front. One woman was seen leaving 
the back of the house and she was at 
<UiCe- stopped and questioned by Dr. 
*^*'Crawford. Ascertaining that ahe war 
not going to leave the house the party 
went on to the next place. 

"We are going to put a stop to this 
harboring of the disease in all parts of 
the city. saidThos. Hogan, 

"The people here will have to obey 
the laws with regard to this quarantine 
as much as they are expected to else- 
where, and after we have finis investi- 
gation we will have some further state- 
ments to make." 

At U:54 Monday morning G. StCIalr 
Drake, Medical Secretary to the Illinois 
State Board, of Health, and Governor 
Dunne's private atterney arrived over 
the Chicago & Northwestern and went 
at once to Zion City, accompanied by 
Mayor ,Bidinger, pr. Foley ahd Com- 
missioner Atterbery. ; 

This action was taken in response to 
the following telegram sent to the gov- 
ernor by the mayor .of Waukegan; 

Hon. Edward F. Dunne: 

Situation in Zion City relative to the 
smallpox alarming. 'Many cases de- 
veloping daily. State Board regulations 
rot vigorous nor satisfying. State In- 
spector Crawford reported 11 cases two 
we^ks ago, now said to bo 70 cases. 
Needs several inspectors to remain 
there and fight spread. Our county 
aid state, need immediate protection, 
particularly our city. Waukegan only 
six miles oway. Visited by hundreds 
of Zionits daily. Will you wire me at 
once what action you -will take in the 

motter? ^ „

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The dread foot and mouth disease has 
Bpread to Lake county, presumably 
from Kendall and Kane counties wh^re 
it is known tothave existed for some 
time. Twenty-two cases of the disease 
were discovered at Gurnee and fully 
two hundred head of dairy cattle havo 
been exposed. The dfdeased cattle all 
have been placed under the strictest 
quarantine and the cattle that havo 
been exposed have been placed under 
the strictest suryeilance. The aitua* 
tion has been taken up with the state 
veterinarian in Chicago, the result of 
which, it is* said, may be the issuance 
of an order that all of the affected cat- 
tle be killed and buried Immediately. ^ 
Dr. Smith, was the one who discovered 
the presence of the disease in Lake 
county. 

He communicated with Dr. Butter- 
field of Libertynlle, a state veterinar- 
ian and in company with him paid a 
visit to the four farms at Gurnee. With 
the aid of lanterns Dr. Butterfield ex> 
amined the affected cattle and then de- 
clared that Dr. Smith had beenwibso* 
lutely rii^ht in his diagnosis. He aaitl 
that he was goine to Chicago Wednes>- 
to hold a consultation with the state 
veterinarian with regard to the condi- 
tion. Without waiting to consult with 
the state veterinarian Dr. ButterHeld 
at once ordered the affected cattle to 
be placed in the strictest quarantine 
and to be kept away from the other 
cattle. The three dairymen who had 
purchased cows of the stock buyer all 
have returned the cattle to him and 
while their herds are not under quaran- 
tine they are under aurveilance. At 
the first indication of the disease amonff 
any of the cattle a quarantine ban will 
be declared and the farmers will be 
prevented from disposing of milk. Two, 
herds are now under quarantine and the 
milk from the herds may.not be shipped 
out until the state veterinarian lias 
passed on the condition.

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WRITER WITH GERMAN ARMY SEES 

MODERN "MACHINE-MADE" WAR 



n '' 



with the Gorman Army noforo MoU. 
—A nve-day trip to tho front haa taken 
tho corroapondont through Iho Qor- 
mnn' forlrcBBca of Mnyonco, Soarbru- 
kon and Motz, throuRh tho frontier ro- 
glona between Motz and tho French 
fortroBB lino from Vordun to Toul, Into 
tho actual battery positions from 
■whicli Germans and Austrian heavy 
RTUIlory wero pounding thoir eight and 
twclvo Inch Bholls Into tho French bar- 
rier forta and Into tho ranks of tho 
French Hold army, which haa replaced 
tho crumbling fortlHcatlona of ateo) 
and cement with ramparts of floahand 
blood. 

. Improaalons at tho end nro thoao of 
somo great induatrial undertaking, 
with powerful machinery In full opera- 
tion and endless supply tralna bring- 
ing up tho raw materlala for fabrica- 
tion rather than of war ns pictured. 
SecB.Battlo From Hlllalde. 
From a point of obsorvatlon on a 
hlUsldo abovo SL Mlhlel, th« great bat- 
tlefleld on which a Gorman army la en- 
deavoring to break Uirough the lino of 
barrier forte botwoen Verdun ahd 
Toul, and tho opposing French forces 
could bo surveyed in Its entiroty. 

In tho foreground lay tho level val- 
ley of tho Mtjubo with tl»o towns of St. 
Mlhlel and Bfi.nnoncour nestling upon 
tho green landscapo. Beyond and bo^ 
hind the valley roso a tier of hills, on 
wlvlch tho French obstinately hold an 
Intrenched position, checking tho point 
of tho Gorman wedge, while French 
forces from north and south beat upon 
tho aides of tho triangle trying to 
force 'It back across tho Meuao and 
out from tho vltala of tlio French for- 
trosa lino. 

Bursting shells throw up their col- 
tirana of white or black fog around the 
fldgo of tho panorama. Cloudlcta of 
white amoko hero and thero ahowed 
whero a position waa being brought 
tinder alirapnol (Iro. An occaalonal 
aoroplano could bo picked out, hover- 
ing oTor tho lines, but the infantry 
and'tho flold battery positions could 
not bo dlflcemcd, even with a hlgh- 
jpowor Hold glaBS, so cleverly had tho 
armies taken cover.' 

Reaches Zone of Ruin. 
A fow miles beyond Gorzo tho 
TYench frontier was passed and from 
this point on tho countryside, with its 
. deserted farma, rotting shocks of 
wheat, and uncut fields of grain, tram- 
pled down by Infantry and scarred 
' with trenches, excavations for bat- 
teries, and Its pita caused by explod- 
ing aholla, ahowed war's devastating 
beel prints. 

At St Benolt a party of aomo threo 
hundred^ French priaonera was en- 
:^^^^•:^uct6fwI;' waiting outsldo headquar- 
.tors. They were all flno young fel- 
lows, In striking contrast to tho elder- 
ly reservist typo which predominates 
in tho Gorman prison camps. They 
wero evidently ollto troopa of tho line 
and wero treated almost with defor- 
once by their guards, a detachment of 
bearded landwehr men from South Ger- 
many. They wero tho aurvlvors of tho 
garrison ot tho Roman camp fort who 
had put up such a desperate and spirit- 
ed defense as to wig the wholo-hearted 
admiration and respect of tho Gorman 
ofllcora and men. 

Held Out to Bitter End, 
Their guns had been silenced and 
trenches wero pushed up by an over- 
whelming force of pioneers and In- 
fantry to within five yards of their 
works before they retreated from tho 
advanced intronchmcnts to tho case- 
ments of tho fort Hero they main- 
tained a stout rcaistanco and refused 
ovory summons to aurrondor. ^ 

Hand grenades wore brought up,, 
bound to a backing of boards, and 
exploded against tho oponlnga of tho 
casements, filling these with showora 
of steel splinters. Volunteera, creep- 
ing up to tho dead angle of tho caso* 
menta where tho lire of tho defondera 
could not reach them, directed amoko 
tu6ca and stinkpots against apertures 
in tho citadel, filling the rooms with 
suffocating smoko and gases. 

"Havo you had enough?" they wore 
askod, after the first smoko treatment. 
"No/* was the defiant answer. 
The treatment was repeated a eoc- 
end and tlilrd time, tho response to the 
demand for surrender oach tlmo grow- 
ing weaker until finally tho defondera 
were no longer ablo to raiso their 
rlfics and tho fort was taken, 
Saluted by Foes. 
When tho aurvlvora of the plucky 
garrlaon were ablo to march out re- 
vived by tho fresh air, they found their 
late opponents presenting arms before 
thorn In recognition of tholr gallant 
atand. They wero granted tlia most 
honorablo^ terms of aurrondor, their 
ofllcbra wero allowed to retain tlieir 
swords and on their march toward an 
honorable captivity they wdro every- 
where greeted with expresalona of ro-, 
apeot and admiration. 

Beyond. St. Benolt and Cote Lor^ 
ralno a rango of wooded bllla running 
north and south along tho east hanK 
of the Mouse rises In steeply terraced 
slopes several hundred feet from tho 
frontier plain, interposing a natural 
lumpart between Germany and the 



French lino of fortreaaoa beyond tho 
Men so. _^ 

Tho French bad "fortined theao 
slopes with auccesflivo rows of 
trenches, permitting lino abovo lino of 
infantry to fire ngalnat on advancing 
enemy. For daya a desporato struggle 
waa waged for tho poasesalon of tho 
heights, which waa Impemtlvo for the 
Gorman campaign ngalnat tho lino of 
fortrcases. 

The corroapondont had no opportuni- 
ty to Inapect at close range tho 16Vi- 
Inch guna, tho "growlera" of Liego, Na^ 
mur, and other fortresses, which 
Krupp and the German army uncov- 
ered as tho Burprlao of this war. 
Sees Battery In Action, 

Their amallor alatora were less coy. 
A dlamonntod battery of the Inter- 
mediate caliber, 'dotallB of which are 
not for publication, was encountered 
by tho roadaldo awaiting repairs to the 
heavy traction engine In whoso train 
It travels In sections along the coun- 
try roads, while tho Gorman 8U-Inch 
(21 centimeter) and the Austrian 12- 
Inch (30.5 centimeter) batteries were 
seen In action. 

Tho heavy German battery lay anug- 
ly hid In a wood on tho rolling helghta 
of tho Cote Lorraine. Better oft than 
tho French, whoso aviators had for 
four days repeatedly acrutlnlzod ovory 
acre of land in tho vicinity looking for 
thoao guna. wo had fairly accurate 
directions how to find tho battery, bul 
oven thon it required some search and 
doubling back and forth before a lan- 
guid cannoneer, lounging by tho road- 
side, pointed with thumb over shoul- 
der toward tho hidden guna. 

These and tho artillerymen wero on- 
Joing their midday rest, a pauao which 
sets In every day with the reguhirlty 
of tho luncheon hour In a factoid. The 
guns, two in Urts particular position, 
stood beneath a screen of thickly 
branching trees, the muzzles pointing 
toward round openings hi this leafy 
roof. 

Flrea Two Exhibition fihota. 
It waa tho noon pause, but tho lieu- 
tenant In charge of the guns, anxlout 
to show them oft to advantage, volun- 
teered to telephone tho battery com- 
mander. In his .observation post four 
miles nearer tho oneray, for permla- 
alon to fire a ahot or two ogalnst a 
village In which French troops were 
gathering for tho attack. This ha.tr 
tery just had finished with Lea Pa- 
rochea, « French barrier fort acroai 
tho Meuao, and was not devoting lt« 
attention to such minor tasks. 
. Soon the orderly reported that the 
battery commander authorized two 
ahota against tho village In quesUon. 
At command the gun crew sprang to 
their posts about the mortar, which 
was already adjusted for Us target, a 
Itttlo leas than six miles away, tho gun 
muzzle pointing akyward at an angle 
of about alxty degrees. As tho gu« 
was fired tho projectllo could be seen 
and followed in Its courao for several 
hundred feet 

Before . tho report died nwoy the 
crew wero buay as bees about the gun. 
One man with tho hand elevating gear 
rapidly cranked the barrels down to a 
level position ready for loading. A 
aecond threw open tho breech and ex- 
tracted tho brass cartridge case, care- 
fully wiping It out before depositing 
it among: Uio omutioo; four more 
seized the heavy shell and lifted It to 
cradlo opposite tho breech, a seventh 
rammed it homo; number eight gin- 
gerly Inserted tho brass cartridge, half 
filled with a vasellnoliko explosive, 
the breech was closed, and tho gun 
pointer rapidly cranked the gun again 
Into poaitlon. In loss fhan thirty seo- 
onds tho men sprang back from the 
,gun, again loaded and 'aimed.. 
Second Shot Fires Village. 
A short wait and the observer from 
hla post near tho village ordered "next 
shot, 50 meters nearer." The gun point- 
or mado tho slight correction neces- 
fittn^ tho mortar again sent Its shell 
purrtng through the air against the 
village, which this time. It was learned, 
broke Into flames, and whilo the men 
wont back to their noonday rest tha 
llqutonant explained tho flno point* 
of hla beloved guns. 

One man, aa haa been aeon, could 
manipulate the elevation gear with 
one hand easily and quickly; ten of 
hla horaea could take tho mortar, 
weighing eight tons, anywhertff it 
could flro up to BOO a^ots per day. Ho 
was proud of tho aklllful concealment 
of his guns, which had been firing'' for 
four days'from tho aame position with- 
out being discovered; although French 
aviators had located air tho sister bat-

Warren Williams Passes Away at 
Hom^ here on friday LasI 

On lost Friday morning occurred the 
death of one of Antioch's aged and 
respected citizens, Mr. Warren Wil- 
liams who passed away at his home 
in this village.

On December 25, 186P, he was mar- 
ried to Annie M. Ingalls and to them 
was bom two daughters. Bertha E.. 
who survives him and Carrie M., who 
passed away at Denver, Colo., June 16. 
1901, Mrs. Williams proceeded him in 
death on the 28 day of October, 1909. 

Before he died he requested that his 
funeral be in charge of the G. A. R.. 
and this request was carried out in 
every way. 

The funeral services were held at the 
home Sunday afternoon atl2;30and 
after a prayer by Rev. Hester the ser- 
vices were taken in charge as he had 
desired.

, Now York, Nov. 3.— Tho nockofollor 
Foundation has dotormlned to employ 
Ita Immonso rcsourcos for tho relief of 
noncombatnnts In tho countrlcH nf- 
illcted by tho war and stands ready to 
give "miniona of dollara If nccoasary" 
for the purpose. This was announced 
by John D. Rockefeller, Jr., president 
of tho foundation. 

--'Th pursunnco of this philanthropy 
tho foundation will send a commission 
to Europe In a few days to report llrst 
hand as to how, when and where nid 
can bo rendered moat effectively. At a 
coat of $275,000 It already has chai^ 
tered a ship and loaded It with 4.000 
tons of provisions for the relief of tho 
starving Belgians. 

"This action is taken," Mr. Rocko- 
foller says, "as a natural step in ful-. 
fllHng tho chartered purposes of the 
foundation, namely, 'to promote the 
well being of mankind throughout the 
world.' " 

Tho ship ia the Mnasapoqua, the 
largest neutral vesBol now In New 
York harbor, and It will sail Tuesday 
morning direct for Rotterdam with a 
certification from the British consul at 
New York that Its cargo Is destined 
for the uso of Belgain noncombnlants 
only and should not bo delayed In 
transit The supplies are consigned to 
tho American consui at Rotterdam and 
will bo distributed by the Belgian re- 
lief commission. 

Mr. Rockefeller haa been in com- 
munication with Ambassador Page at 
London and made public a cablegram 
in which tho ambassador describes the 
dire need of tho Belgians and anya that 
"U will require a million dollars a 
month for seven or eight months to 
prevent starvation." 
^^ "In fact," the ambassador said, 
"many will star^-e now before food can 
reach them." He added that the Brit- 
iah government forbids the export of 
food and that none can bo bought on 
the continent. 

Mr. Rockefeller makes clear In his 
announcement that whatever steps are 
taken by tho, foundation In the admin- 
istration of Its relief work will be "ab- 
Bolutoly neutral." The commission of 
investigation will be headed by Wlck- 
llffo Rose, director-general of the In- 
ternational health commission and wiU 
visit tho several countrlea affected by 
tho war. Tho announcement in part 
follows: 

"It having become clear that ono of 
tho most terrible and appalling effects 
of tho war will fall upon tho noncom- 
batants— Uioso most Innocent of any 
part In tho cause or tho conduct of tho 
connict — the Rockefeller Foundation 
has determined to exort,ltself to the 
extent, if necessary, ofnillllons of dol- 
lars for tho relief of noncombatanta in 
tho various countries Involved. 
"Tho cargo will consist of: 
"Twenty-elght thousand llvo hun- 
dred barrels of flour. 

"Fourteen thousand packets (100 
pounds each) of rico. 

"Three thousand bags (200 pounds 
each) of beans. 

"Ono thousand boxes (100 pounds 
each) of bacon." -^

Troops From Vara Cruz. 

'"Washington, Nov. 3,— Tho war de- 
partment nnds Itself facing a now 
criHlfl In Mexico. Word conveyed to 
this department within tho last twon- 
ty-four hours reveals an acute situa- 
tion tlmt may demand an Immediate 
re-enforcement of troops under tho 
command of General Funston at Vera 
Cruz. 

The loaders of the Villa and Ca^ 
ranza forces who are fighting for su- 
premacy In the Agues Calleutes con- 
ventlon arc InslBtlng that United 
States soldlera bo withdrawn from 
Mexico. They aro getting Irritated 
over tho stern supervision of Mexican 
affairs undertaken by this govern- 
ment. 

An omclal of tho war department 
admitted secretly to the International 
News service corrcflpondent that with 
neither Villa nor Carranza willing to 
aesuro the United States that Its cltl- 
zcuB will ho protected and the Aguas 
Callentca convention Ignoring the 
matter, a Juncture has arisen that 
may lead to serious trouble. 

Tho United States will not with- 
draw Ita troops unless n sufficient 
guaranty ^of protection la given by 
the Mexican loaders or by tho conven- 
tlon which Is to decide their suprem- 
acy. If tho Mexicans, as now sooma 
likely, maintain their stubborn atti- 
tude, a clash of the two governmopts 
Ifl anticipated within a week's tlmo. 

The truth Is, aa given to the corro- 
spondent, that an attack upon Fung- 
ton is expected most any day. If It 
comes the government will hurry 
enough troops to mako a stout reelst- 
nnce.

It Is Bald, by Doctor Liceaga, who per- 
formed tho autopsy upon tho bodlep 
after their execution, and acquired 
from him by Garcia Plmentel as rel- 
ics. They probably will bo donated 
to a museum, it is said, by the author- 
ities. ^Mexican Herald.

Chicago, Nov. 2.— Tho Union stock- 
yards of Chicago were quarantined 
by the department of agriculture In 
order to facilitate tho work of the 
government In stamping out foot and 
mouth dlesaso, which haa recently 
made Ita appearance In Indiana and 
Michigan. Tho quarantine will stop 
the shipments of cattle out of Chicago 
for ton days. It will not prevent tho 
receipt of cattle by the Chicago pack- 
ing plants, or tho killing, dressing, or 
shipment of dressed meats. It wlU 
simply hold up for a tlmo the function 
of the stockyards as a clearing house 
for stocking dairies, ranches, and feed- 
ing farms of tho middle west. No 
cases of foot and mouth disease have 
been discovered In tho Chicago yards, 
and tho action of the department of 
agriculture was taken aa a precaution- 
ary measure.
